Gov. Willson Takes Old Cases Out 
of Field of Political Con- 
troversy.

Governor Willson cleared the 
docket of all the much talked of 
Goebel murder conspiracy cas 
en Friday eveuing about six 
o'clock by issuing full and free 
pardons to Ex-Governor W. S. 
Taj lor, Charley Finley, who was 
Secretary of State under Got. 
Taylor; John L. Powers; Hol- 
land Whittaker, the first man ar- 
rested after the Goebel shooting; 
John W. Davis policeman on the 
Capitol Square and Zack Steel, 
of whom but little is kuowu. 
Governor Willson, in giving some 
of his reasons for issuing the par- 
dons, has the following to sav : 

It was my hope and promise to 
our people that I should try to 
be a missionary of peace and good 
will and to end the angry strife 
of years over these cases, and to 
do my duty in them faithfully 
and uprightly, and I have kept 
the faith. It is the highest call 
of duty and conscience now to 
end this prosecution of this man 
who is clearly not guilty, and to 
take this case out of tlie field of 
public and political controversy. 

I am absolutely sure that Gov. 
W. S. Taylor had no part in nor 
thought of the murder of William 
Goebel, and i feel it a sacred du- 
ty, which 1 mast no loager de- 
lay, to carry this belief into ef 
feet, I therefore graut to William 
S. Taylor a full and free pardon 
of the charges in said iadictment 
aud all charges of being accessory 
to the murder of William Goebel 
and under aud by virtue of the 
power vested in me uuder the 
Constitution, 1 direct that said 
indictment be dismissed and all 
further proceedings aad charges 
aitaiust the said William S. Tay- 
lor iu connection with the n»«r- 
derof W.'lliam Goebel be dis- 
missed and ended forever, and 
all oAcers and people of the 
commonwealth are eujoiued to 
give fuii force and effect to this 
order and decision ff the Gover- 
nor of Kentucky.

Peat is partly decomposed 
vegetible matter that has formed 
•either where the ground is sat 
urated with water most of the 
time or where it is parmanaatly 
-covered with water. It is the 
dark-colored or nearly black soil 
found in bogs and swamp*, com 
•iioiil v known as muck, although 
technically a distinction is made 
between peat and muck, the lat 
•ter name being reetrictetHo those 
forms of swamp deposits that 
contain too much mineral matter 
to burn freely. Dry peat may 
be very fibrous aud light colored 
or,compact and structureless and 
dark brown or black. It is us- 
ually Homewhat lighter in color 
when dry than wuea freshly 
dog. When wet it contains as 
a rule from 80 to JH) per cent 
■ or more of water ; that is, a short 
tou of wet peat rarely contains 
more than JWt) pounds of dry peat 
and may yield as little as 100 
pounds. In the wet condition 
it is eutirely noncombustible, 
and the various processes by 
which it is prepared for use or 
market consist principally of 
methods for riddiug it of water 
■quickly and cheaply ana for in 
creasiag its fuel efficiency aud 
transportability. 

The great peat deposits that 
are widely scattered in the north- 
ern part of the Uaited States 
have at various times aroused 
etrong public interest. lu the 
winter of 1902-3, for instance, 
wheu the Btrike of the coal miu- 
-ers in the anthracite region of 
Pennsylvania brought the coun- 
try to realize that it was to a large 
extent dependent on these min 
ers and their employers for au 
important part of its fuel supply, 
a number of writers familiar 
with the conditions in the coun- 
tries of northern Europe called 
attention to the fact that those 
oouutries, possessing a climate 
much more severe thau ours, 
ware using great quantities of 
peat for fuel, while in this coun 
•try although the material was 
abundant, it had only exception- 
ally been prepared for use and 
then in the crudest way. During 
the next few months many ex- 
perimental and speculative plants 
were established to convert peat 
into fuel, bat unfortunately 
many of these attempts were 
financially unsuccessful aud as 
the strike was soon over aud coal 
could again be had at reasonable 
prices and very little peat fuel 
was put on the market at any 
price, iuterest in peat waned and 
at the preseut time the public 
is almost indifferent to it. lu 
the few places where it can be 
purchased, however, it tiuds a 
ready sale and is thoroughly sat- 
isfactory for all domestic uses. 

Au interesting account of the 
uature, origiu, aud uses of peat 
appears in a report by E. S. Bus 
tiu aud (J. A. Davis, ou the peat 
deposits of Maiue, which has just 
beeu published by the United 
(States Geological Survey as Bui- 
letiu«'i7o. Copies of this bulle-

Virat Record of Coal 

The first mention ot coal in 



t'ie annals of mankind occurs 
in the Bible, Provorbs xxvi, 21, 
and is as follows j "As coals are 
to burning coals and wood to fire 
so is a contentious man to kindle 
strife." This was written about 
1016 B. C, at the time King 
Soloman came into power. Part 
of lu dominion was Syria, and 
anoient coal mines are worked 
in that country to-day. There 
are several other references to 
coal in the Bible, all of a later 
date. Tools and cinders have 
been fOMJ near the Roman wall 
indicating that the Britons were 
familiar with the use of coal 
prior to the Roman invasion in 
ii B. C. The first actual record 
of a coal transaction is the re 1 - 
ceipt for twelve cartloads of coal 
written by the good abbot of 
Peterborough, A. D., 852.. Years 
before the Christian era coal was 
in common use in China.— Me-j 
tropolitan Magazine.

Goebel Assassination Out of Politics. 

(Atlanta Constitution, Deun ) 
There will In? varied ami divergent views regarding the action 
of Gov. Willson, of Kentucky, in extending pardons to former 
Gov. W. 8. Taylor, former Secretary of >State Charles Fiuley and 
others, acensed of participation in the conspiracy which led to the 
•ssasination of Senator William Goebel, afterward declared fo 
have been elected ttovernor. 

An unusual and peculiar feature of the case is the granting* of 
pardons to men who have never beeu tried and couvicted, heuce 
whom are, in the eyes of the law, innocent. 

Ordinarily the use of the pardoning power under such circum- 
stances, even though legally permissable, could scarcely be justified 
for the law establishes in the interest both of society and the ac 
oaaed person himself, a method whereby his guilt or innocence 
mast be determined. 

Failure to invoke that method not only deprives society of its 
right, but leaves a cloud upon the life of the man who is the re- 
cipient of such questionable clemency. 

As a rule, therefore, every person reasonably charged with a 
crime should be required to submit to the test by which his guilt 
or innocence might be, with fairness and impartiality, judicially 
proven. 

But the conspiracy which led to be assassination of William 
Goebel was unique in the history of crime. It was a political 
crime on either side of which there was intense partisan aligument ; 
in Kentucky opinion releatiye to this case there was no middle 
groun j. 

It is probably true, therefore, as Gov. Willson says, that a fair 
trial for Taylor would have been impossible; that before a jury of 
Goebel sympathizers they would have met with certain conviction, 
»nd before one of auti-Goebel views they] would have found as 
speedy acquital. 

Conceding that, whatever the evidence, guilt or iuuocence 
should be determined by legal trial, the chances are that these 
men could not have beeu convicted with the evidence in hand he- 
fore a fair aud impartial jury. 

Gov. Willsou's clemency did not exteud to those who admitt 
edly participated in this conspiracy or who, by conclusive evidence, 
were shown to have been parties to it. 

In the light of logic aud the facts, therefore, it would seem 
that Gov. Willsou has done Kentucky a servicj in thus clearing 
the records of this deplorable case. 

Left la statu quo, though nearly a decade has passed since 
Senator Goebel was wantonly shot down, it could only have served 
to keep alive the fires of a political prejudice and hatred which 
would have been manifest in every State campaign until death 
removed the men about whom the factional strife centered. 
' Taylor and Finley would have been an issue in years to come 
as they have been since their flight* to Indiaua, aud yet they could 
uever have beeu brouaht to trial fo\ a crime with which their con- 
nection was at least doubtful. 

With the case thus disposed ol they will disappear in the vor- 
tex of oblivionjwhich claims those to whrfcn public interest no lon- 
ger'attaches, from whom tlie|spotlight|has been turned off. 

As'an issue tojwhich therejcould have been no final solution 
the y|have.been elimiuated|from]theJpolitic3 of Kentucky. ™ 

Therein, at least, the Bluegrass State is fortunate.

I think it will be admitted that the average 
healthy boy, whether he is in preparatory school or 
college, is ambitious to excel in athletics. To be 
able to run a little faster, jump a little further, play 
ball a little better, in fact, to outstrip his fellows, 
is n natural and commendable aim. I would not givo 
much for a young fellow who larked these qualities. 

The same principles which win success on the 
athletic field will win the same success in after life. 
In my own case I get more pleasure from instilling 
some of these qualities into the boys who train under 
me than in developing them into champions. I claim 
that it is the duty of every educational institution 
to turn out grsd nates who are well equipped physi- 
cally as well as mentally for the battle of life. 

The first thing necessary is to find the event in 
which yon show die most natural aptitude. Then stick to it, A large per- 
centage of the failures in athletics are traced to discouragement in the 
first two weeks. Even the best of mon have to pass through the period of 
discouragements. Not many years ago I hadia man training for a mile 
run. For several weeks he seemed to make no progress and was getting 
discouraged. One night he was ready to quit, but the neit day ha began 
to improve and later became an intercollegiate champion. He owed his 
success to his determination not to give up. 

I have experimented with a variety of athletic diets for a period 
of more than 20 years. I believe that the diet on which I lived as a 
professional sprinter years ago was better than the expensive ones now 
prepared for college training tables. A diet should have but two objects. 
These should be to give strength and to keep the stomach in good order. 

The trouble with most athletes is that they eat too much aud too 
fast. This invariably upsets the stomach and they wonder what is the 
matter. A bad stomach is the first sign of staleness, and when a man 
gets in this condition he should change his diet and rest a few days. Many 
a good football man is ruined by failure to do this. Too many coaches 
do not realize that the more they work a man in this condition the worse 
he gets. When a man is physically and mentally tired you can do nothing 
with him. He is At in condition to learn anything. 

In the following table I have given what I consider an ideal diet for 
an athlete in training. If this is adhered to, eaten slowly and cigarettes 
and other such evils refrained from, there will be no excuse for an ath- 
lete not getting in first-class condition. 

Breakfast — One chop (sometimes two) or eight ounces of beef. Two 
soft boded eggs; one baked potato; toast and bread; milk or mild tea; 
prunes or apple sauce (no cream or sugar added). 

Dinner — Light soup; roast Hseef, lamb, mutton or fowl; boiled or 
mashed potatoes; vegetables and fruits in season; boiled rices and milk 
or corn meal muBh; a light pudding; milk or tea; toast and bread. 

Supper 1 — Cold meat (roast beef, lamb, mutton or fowl) or one small 
steak; one potato; toast of fresh graham bread; prunes, apple sauce or 
baked apple; milk and mild tea.

DOVE'S PREDICAMENT. 



Constantinople, April 28— The Sul- 
tan has boon deposed. His dethrone- 
ment Is the Joint work of the national 
assembly, which secretly voted In fa- 
vor of bis deposition, and a rollgioua 
edict by the Shelk-Ul-lslam approving 
and legalizing the deposition. 

The Sultan will be removed from 
the Yildlz Kiosk. 

Immediately following the deposition 
of Abdul Hamld. his brother, Mehmld 
Rechad Effendi, was proclaimed the 
new Sultan amid scenes of the wild- 
eat enthusiasm. 

"The tyrants have fallen. Hall! 
Hall Rechad!" waa the cry that was 
repeatedly Bounded through the 
■treeta. 

The ceremony of Recbad'a enthrone- 
ment is njw in progress. 

Young Turks Quarrel. 

Bitter quarrels have broken out in 
the ranks of the Young Turka over 
the question of how the Sultan shall 
be punished. ITnleaa a decision ia 
reached soon the question will so di- 
vide the dominant party that many of 
the fruits of its great victory will be 
lost. 

While the Sheik-Ul-Islaro ia believed 
to have decreed that Abdul must die, 
the military leaders are opposed to 
bis execution through fear that it will 
■tir up a civil war. 

Abdul remains a prisoner of the 
Young Turks in the Yildlz Kiosk. He 
la In a slate of stupefaction and con- 
stantly wears his ecclesiastical dreaa 
as head of the church. In the hope 
that It will prevent his assassination. 

Even the Sultan's servants have de- 
■erted hlaa. Before fleeing they plun- 
dered the palace and the utmost con- 
fusion is now in evidence there. 

No matter what fate ia decreed to 
the Sultan the Young Turka, leaders 
have decided that his personal for- 
tune, amounting to many million dol- 
lars, will be taken from hlra. 
Will Suppress Disorders. 

Cheftek Pasha, the real ruler of 
Constantinople, Is organizing a big 
army with which to sweep ABla Minor 
and put down disorders there. An 
army of 6,000 reactionists is now 
marching from Scurati to EsksheBir 
In the hope of gathering sufficient re- 
cruits to start a civil war. Cheftek 
will immediately begin the pursuit of 
this fugitive army and a bloody battle 
la imminent. 

The cabinet of Tewflk Pasha is still 
In office. Its resignation, handed in 
yesterday, was withdrawn at the re- 
quest of Cheftek Pasha. Just aa soon 
as more urgent matters are disposed 
of a new ministry will be appointed.

In 
this article he vividly contrasts the 
theory and practice vf lion hunting 
in ihe region which Bx-Presidenl 
MooeeveU will %nvad*.

After 
time one ef them waa able to walk 
bout with his arm In a allng and the 
(other waa getting on well, ao one night 
a decided to leave the big camp next 
May and go with two or three camels 
No some Tillages only a day s march 
{•way. Early tbe next morning Ma- 
jtoomed Noor, the headman, started 
(with the camels. I stopped behlad to 
toet aome breakfast. Just aa we were 
iffotog to rotlbw, a camelman. who had 
((one up the river bed close by to get 
leome water, came running back to aay 
(that a Hon had been down to drink 
ttt one ot the shallow saad wells In the 
-eight. I started at once with Abdul- 
lah and two •the trackers, telling my 
Ipoay boy to follow on as soon aa he 
Icould get the pony saddled. When 
tracking, I have always found It tbe 
-meat plan to have the pony led some 
Idlataace behind. The boy ought to 
pave no difficulty In following the 
(tracts ef two or three men and a 
lion, and If the pony la kept close 
Nip, It to sure to stamp or blow Its 
loose at the critical moment 

Whea we got to the well there waa 
the spoor plain enough la the sand, 
bat rather blurred by some rain which 
had fallen at daybreak. This made 
the tracking a little difficult after we 
left the river-bed, but 
{fallowed It slowly for 
[we casae to a place where the Hon had 
Bain down under a thick busb, evi- 
dently to ahelter from the rain, aa the 
Lpoor after this was quiet distinct on 
khe top ef the damp ground. This 
shade ua thiak we were In tor a short 
Itraoh. tar It must have been light 

Chen the Hon went on again from 
►re, and Boas geaerally He up short- 
ly after the san rises; but this day 
Craved as exception, beceuee it waa 
oloudy aad coal through the forenoon. 

TraRing the King of Beasts. 

The spoor now led us along a sandy 
h, where we could follow it aa fast 
we could walk When It turned off 
ito the bush we quite expected to aee 
fee lloa at aay aaoineut; but not a bit 
it— he wandered about through 
ieodleea clumps of mimosa a: d "lrgln" 
'bus lies, aa if he did not mean to lie 
top at all. 

! The track at last :ed us down a 
little Bandy watercourae, which it fol- 
jlowed for aome distance. Up to this 
time we had had no real difficulty 
to making It out, but now came our 
first aeiioua check The nullah turned 
off along the aide of a atony ridge, 
aad. instead ef going along «Jt, the 
itton had turned up the hill. We had 
got the general direction thr the Hon 
bad beea go tog to, but this waa aa 
.good to ua, aa on casting forward In 
*the same Hae to tbe bottom of tbe 
other aide of the ridge whore there 
was some aaady ground, we could And 
■bo alga of his ha v tog paased ia that 
direction We spent some time hunt- 
ing about, growing less hopeful aa 
time weal an. A man following a 
'trail by eight certainly baa an enor- 
mous advantage ever a hound hunting 
lit by — aa, because time is of ao 
'particular object to him, aad every 
dlrecttaa eaa be tried la turn. After 
asakiag ant cast forward we went 
back to the little water-courae, aad 
'followed that dowa for some distance, 
hoping that Ua lloa had turned down 
Bill agate; but here, too. we were die- 
appelated, and gravitated back to 
where we had first lost the spoor. We

seemed now to have made up his 
mind as to his direction, for he k"i : 
on straight down the middle of the 
river-bed. The sun bad come out from 
behind the clouds, and In places the 
sand was very deep, so thst wc> were 
not sorry when at last the track led 
into a little Island of bush In the 
great flat sand. There was no doubt 
the Hon was at home, for on castiug 
round no sign was perceptible of a 
track coming out. The Island, raised 
a little above the river-bed, waa 
formed of a mass of thick-tangled 
bush and creepers clustered round a 
few big trees. The water coming down 
the river after heavy rain had waahe.l 
It roughly into the form of a triangle, 
the apex of which pointed up the 
river. Prom this point the aides 
widened out to the other end, which 
was about thirty yards broad, the 
whole length being somewhat under 
a hundred yards. 

Driving the Lion to Bay. 

The shape made tt : n easy place to 
drive, tor a little way out from the 
point one could easily command tbe 
whole of It The Hon waa almost cer- 
tain to break out of one of the sides 
towards the bush on the banks of the 
river-bed, in which cane I should get 
an easy broadside shot. If we fol- 
lowed the track into the place, tbe 
noise we were sure to make would be 
very likely to get the beast on his 
legs, and he would sneak out at one 
side aa we went in at the other, es- 
pecially aa the water had left a lot of 
dead sticks along the edges, over 
which It would be Impossible to walk 
quietly. Abdullah also said that from 
the way he had wandered about this 
Hon must be very hungry, and would 




night when we got there, and did not 
follow up our camels till the next day. 
1 have described this track rather at 
length because It Is a good example of 
many similar days. 

Perils of the Man Eater. 

My first experience In tracking Hons 
was early In 1892, and the night be- 
fore was rather an exciting one. After 
hunting elephanta unsuccessfully for 
about a month, we were on our way 
south, when we arrived one day at 
some villages where the natives had 
been very much bothered by five Hons 
which were said to be still In the 
neighborhood. A girl bad 
two .days before, and an 
amount of damage had been done 
among tbe aheep and cattle. The firat 
day we camped there two of our party 
bad shooting xerebas made at the vll- 
to which the lions generally 
and just before sunset they 
went off there. 

I tied up our two donkeys just out- 
side the camp, on the chance that the 
lions might come and look us up. Just 
after dark we were having dinner in 
the tent when there waa a scuffle out- 
side, and It waa evident that some- 
thing waa attacking our donkeys, ft 
waa pitch dark, and we fired several 
shots la the direction of the sound 
before we discovered that the attack- 
lag beasts were hyenas. We did not 
mind having a donkey killed Instan- 
taneously by a lion, but we had not 
bargained for the poor b< 
mauled by hyenas, so taking a 
we went out to see what bad hap- 
pened. My donkey had got off with 
a nasty bite in the hollow of the bind 
leg above the hock, and we had him 
taken Into tee camp at once. The 



these brutes bad been partly 
we thought at the time by other hy 
enas. as It waa still too dark to make 
out tracks. We came to the conclu- 
sion we bad made idiots of ourselves, 
and had been shooting all night at 
hyenas, and we did aot feel any the 
better when our friends came back 
from their night at the village and 
told us we had probably frightened 
every lion out of tbe country by our 



Reading the Lion Tracks. 

Abdullah still insisted that there 
en Hone round the camp, and 
a little later we found tbe spoor of 
big Hon by the body of the half 
hyena The ground waa very 
stony and there were no other tracka 
to be seen, but one lion could hardly 
have dragged the donkey and heavy 
barrel away so quickly, ao there were 
| probably more. The other hunters 
had got hold of a man at the village 
who said he knew where the Hons 
always lay, bo they went with aim. 
Soon after they left. Abdullah, who 
I had been hunting about, came and 
I told me that he had picked up the 
i track of one don on soft ground a lit- 
tle way from camp, and that we ought 
to follow It. At that time none of us 
knew much about tracking, aad we 
had had such bad luck after tbe ele- 
phanta that we did not think much 
of our shlkarles, and I did not think 
it waa much good. Abdullah persuaded 
me and I went. After we nad followed 
the track for some distance I quite 
caught his enthusiasm, aad when the 
single track waa Joined by three oth- 
ers. I waa divided between delight at 
the prospect of having four Hons all 
to myself and the thought 



over for the day after all this 
but Abdullah, who waa al 
weeping, hardly gave me time 
to get my wind a little before he 
ruahed me back again. Aa we ran 
round the place where we had first 
seen tbe lioness, a fine lion appeared 
walking slowly out of another Ihlckrt 
towards us As I shot, be turned 
and plunged thorugh an opening In the 
buahea to our right. We ran round an 
outstanding busb to head him if he 
broke out. and met a lion facing ub. Just 
aa I fired I beard a moan to the right 
so I waa sure It was not the 
This one staggered away at 
and fell stone dead close by. 

Death of the Jungle Lord. 

Abdullah called up Jama aad tbe 
pony boy. and they soon had the hide 
off and tied on the pony. I thought 
all the time that Abdullah knew all 
about tbe other one. but aa he aeemed 
to be going right home. I aaked him If 
we had not better go and look for It. 
and be replied that It was the same 
Hon al) the time aad that I had 
missed It the first ahot I did not feel 
quite sure about it myself, but the 
moan In the bushes could only have 
come from a wonnded beast ao I told 
him we had better go and look any 
way. , He evidently thought tt was 

I waste of time, but when we got back 
to where the Hon had been hit we 

I eooa found some blood, aad going 
quietly down a little path between the 
"lrgln" bushes we came round a cor- 
ner almost oa top of the Hon. He was 
atone dead. 1 waa very pleased at 
scoring off Abdullah, as he had shown 
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HI PLUNGED OFF WITH AN ANGRY SNARL. 
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sleep lightly. These considerations 
decided us to drive. 1 posted myself 
with Abdullah a few yards out from 
the point, and the other two men, hav- 
ing collected aome stones, began throw- 
ing them In at tbe far end. Abdullah 
was right about tbts Hon sleeping 
lightly; for at the firat stone there 
waa a growl and a crash In tbe bushes 
and then, for a minute or two, not a 
sound. The men started to walk down, 
one on each side, shooting and throw 
Ing In stones. I was watching them, and 
wondering what had happened to the 
lion, when there waa a faint crackling 
Just In front of us, and he appeared at 
the point of the island. Although we 
were standing within a few yards of 
him, and absolutely In the open, he 
did not see us. 

He waa facing straight towards us, 
and waa bo close that I did not like 
to fire at him aa, on receiving the bul- 
let, he would be very likely to plunge 
in the direction he was going and be 
into us; nor did 1 want him to come 
any cloaer; ao, as be stepped down on 
to the sand, I moved my rifle up 
towards my shoulder to attract his at- 
tention. He aaw the movement at 
oace, stopped dead, and turned hia 
head sharply towards ua. For the 
fraction of a second 1 thought ha waa 
going to be startled into charging, 
but be plunged off to the left with aa 
angry snarl at ua over his shoulder 
As he paased I pulled, aad ha skated 
along on hia stomach and fell down a 
little ledge la the saad This slewed 
him round, aad he lay facing ua. 
spread-eagled on the Band, evidently 
quite unable to move. All the life to 
him seemed couceutrated In bis eyes, 
which glared at ua furloualy. Another 
shot put him aut of his misery. The 
first shot, a very bad one, bad graxed 
the splat just la front uf the withers, 
another quarter of an inch higher and 
It would hava missed altojeUer 

Thia lloa waa quite maaelese, ex- 
cept for a tow long hairs oa each aide 
ef tea neck and hia teeth ware warn 
dowa quit* abort, aa ao was •vidaatly 
very eld. Me waa to very gawd eoadl 
ttoa. aotwltaataadtag, hut hia atosaach 
quite empty, which accounted, tor 
hto going aa far before lyUg aa. We 
o to atoa at tea mate aaasf far Uae 



other waa completely disembowelled 
and must have been killed Instantly. 
We could not find any dead hyenas, 
hut we were pretty sure teat on. or 
two must have been hit. Seeing that 
If the lions did come to the dead don- 
key there would not be much chance 
of hitting them on ao dark a alght, 
we pulled the carcass right under the 
akerrn or fence round tbe camp, aad. 
to prevent hyenaa dragging it away, 
tied a rope to one of ito laga. aad 
passing it over tbe fence, fastened it 
to a heavy water barrel inside tea 
camp. We sat up for a bit and got 
a few shots at hyenaa, and then wa 
went to bed, telling the sentry to keep 
a sharp lookout and to let us know if 

Some time after I awoke to And 
Abdullah bending over me, with my 
rifle in his haad. He waa frightfully 
excited, aad all I could get out of him 
waa "Ubah, sahib, Ubah!" ("Lion, air, 
lloa!") Jumping up I ruahed out Just 
aa my companion fired two shots into 
the darkness. The first thing 1 saw 
whea I got to where he stood was that 
a great piece at the akerrn round the 
camp had disappeared, leaving 
broad gap. I oould aot for a mom >ut 
thlak what had happened, aad then it 
atruck me that when the carcaae had 
been dragged away the water barrel 
must have got hitched against tea 
of the Interlaced 
aad the whole lot had 
gather. It waa frightfully dark out- 
aide, and we stood peering out for 
some time without being able to dis- 
tinguish anything; but after a few 
aalautea we could hear something 
tearing at tee flesh quite close by. 
We had a ahot or two at tee sound, 
aad the beaats. whatever they were, 
went away. As at that time we knew 
uetblng about liona, we were not 
quite aura that they were aot hyenaa 
after all, but Abdullah stuck to it 
they were lloua, so we got our beds 
aad lay dowa one on each aide of the 
daealag, just behind the feaca to 
watch, hoping that tbe brutes would 
come hack Nothing further happened, 
however At daybreak we sallied out 
to sea if by aay chaace we had saaa 
to kit a lieu, but we only found 
two or three dead hy wees Uae at 



haps I had 
could manage alone. 

After a track of about aa hour we 
came la sight of two or three big 
thickets of "lrgln" bushes surrounded 
by open mimosa scrub ana Intersected 
by aarrow patha. My Becoad shikari 
at that time waa a very toll fellow, 
called Jama, with enormous feet. Sev- 
eral times during the track Abdullah 
had turned round to pitch Into him for 
making such a noise, and now ho con- 
fided to me that "Jama walk all same 
cow," and that we bad better leave 
him behind here with the pony and 
boy, as the lions were sure to be In 
the place In front of ua. Know lag 
nothing about it. I agreed and went 
on with Abdullah. We were walking 
quietly along tbe outalde ot one of the 
thickets when Abdullah suddenly 
clutched me by the arm and pointed 
towards dp tree standing on the edge 
of the hflto yards off. The tree waa 
dlvldedfltto two towards the bottom, 
and thdpbun waa throwing the ahadow 
of a busb on the ground Inside the 
hollow. 

This waa where Abdullah waa point 
getting jpore excited but I could 
make out nothing at all until a great 
yellow beaat moved suddenly out ef 
tbe shadow and slipped away on the 
far side I fired from the hip. letting 
off both barrels into the tree. We 
ruahed reuad to the other side ef tee 
1b time to see a flue 
out. I could not get a 
clear shot at once, aad whan I dtd. 
after running some distance. 1 waa 
■baking ao that I could aot get on her 
at all. and missed She kept lobbing 
along Jusi ahead, every now and thee 
stopping to look around aad show her 
teeth at ua. Each time aha stopped 
1 shot, but so badly that I waatod 
seven bullets at different ranges 
without touching her Tbe firat all 
did uoi seem to annoy her at an, but 
the last hit the ground Just under her 
I teeth, aad either the bullet so cloae. 
| frlghteaed her or a ateaa hit her tor 
she sprang off wite a aaarl and a

Aa hour after we got 
back to camp he came galloping up,

I have at another time described 
two different methods of hosting lions 
One of them could hardly be called 
a method at all, as It depended on 
news brought in by natlvee aa to 
where a Hon had actually been seen. 
The second plan consisted of tying 
up e donkey for a bait, and sitting up 
to watch at night. A much more In- 
teresttog way ef bunting Hons than 
either of these and a very success- 
ful one tr tbe native shlkarles em- 
ployed are any good, la thla process 
of tracking them. A Hon lies up la 
some cool, shady place for the day, 
unless the sky la overcast aad the 
sun cannot get out, when he will oc- 
caaioually be found uuntlng at aay 
hour, lfgyou caa strike his apoor of 
tbe nigiiTaefore there la a vary good 
cbaoce of following It up to where 
tee Uoa Ilea, should the ground be 
suitable There is no form ef hunt 
lag so exciting aa this. Whea the 
spoor la found there to 
nothing to show it you have 
It early or late la the Hob's wander 
laga, ao teat it to quite a chaace 
whether It leads you far hours ever all 
sorts of country, or whether, after half 
a mile down oa a aaady river bed or 
pate, it tores ef iato a thick patch 
of reeds or bush class by. where the 
lioa to lylag. It la extraordinary how 
the excltemeut grows as time geea on, 
aad atill yeu keep the track some 
times very slowly, where only how 
aad then part of a footprint caa be 
seen oa a soft place between the 
stones, at other tlmea aa fast as yeu 
caa walk over aeil where tee track 
la visible many yards 
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wretched yeu are. aad aaw quickly 
year gejMtj rtee agate whea a tea 
whlatto er eaaaateg ef tea taaera aa 
aeeacee that eae al tee trackers aee 



At last certr.ln signs show that vow 
are getting near the end; the tracker* 
take off their sandals and tuck up 
their loin-cloths under their belts lest 
a corner Mapping In the wind should 
acsre the ROB. Koi the first Mine you 
take your rifle from the native who 
has hud charge of it, and. with your 
head shikari enrrylng a sec( ml rifle, 
steal forward until the linn Is stghtnd 
or ringed In a small clump of bush. 
Then, when all Is over, and the skin 
Is being takeu off. how pleasant It Is 
to sit In the shade, listening to the 
excited talk of the natives, and] Vet 
ting your nerves quiet down again 
after the hopes and fears of the morn 
Ing. You ride home to camp with the 
Hob Bkln behind your saddle, while 
one of your men after another give* 
his version of the morning's proceed 
Inga in a hunting song. On the other 
hand, when you get a shot, and miss 
after a long and difficult track, It 
seems as If any number of Hons killed 
In the future will never make up for 
the loss of this one. which Is alwaya 
the biggest Hon. carrying the finest 
mane you have ever aeen. The ride 
home to camp la then a silent on. ee 
no lion means no sheep for the men. 
aad they are correspondingly down 
hearted 

The first thing to be done la track 
Ing la to find fresh apoor. Natlvee 
will often bring newa of spoor, hut 
unluckily the average villager's idea 
of a fresh track la rather baxy. I 
bave several times gone a long way 
to Bad at tee end a track several days 
old. On one occaaloa two natlvee 
arrived, aaylng there were freeh Ilea 
tracks la a river-bed, luckily not more 
that half a mile from camp, but whea 
we got there the freeh lloa track* 
turned out to be the apoor of two by 
anas, at leant a week old. 

Tbe apoor of tee large spotted 
hyena Is not unlike that ef a Hones* 
on certain ground, but the difference 
caa e< 

baa claws like a dog, 
tractive clawa of a II 
sheathed aad leave no 
way to find apoor to to look tor It 
yourself with good 
there be any villages 
which Hons have been in tae heblt 
of raiding it to very aeceaaary to get 
there as early aa possible la tee 
morning. If once the large flocks of 
sheep aad goats and herda of camels 
which have been shut up In the vil 
lages all eight are let out, the ground 
all about to a maas of lndiatiaguish- 
able footprints, and every path from 
the village to choked with long striaga 
of beasts going off to their feeding 
grounds. Hitting off a lion's spoor 
under theee circumstances la almost 
Impossible, aad the duet raised by the 
herds la very disagreeable 

Besides villages, any wall la the 
neighborhood la a good place to look 
for spoor. If a lloa la about there 
ought to be ao difficulty In picking up 
hia apoor within a day or two. 

Baffling Ways of the Jungle Folk. 

Rather curious coincidences are 
sometimes brought to light by apoor. 
Not very loag after tbe date or the 
story Just related, one ef eur party 
went to a place wher 
been killing regularly, 
nights tor them with a donkey as bait 
The lions must have left the district 
for a day er two while he waa there, 
aa there were ao fresh tracka to be 
found anywhere about The day after 
he came bach to camp 1 happea<<d te 
ride out In that direction Boon after 
we started we came on tbe apoor of 
two Hons, which led us along a path 
till wa came to tee shoot lag aereba 
The Bight after he had left, tee Hoes 
had walked ever the very spot where 
hta donkey had beea tied up to tee 
middle ef tee pate. 

A mutilator, again, I happened te 
be at a place where be had eaanped 
a few days before. A lion roared near 
my camp several times in the eight, 
aad next tuornlng I heard he had 
takea a aheep from a village close by. 
We picked up his apoor la a river- 
bed near the camp, and after fellow
